Election/Restrictions

The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: As demonstrated by 
the "Y" reference(s) on the International Search Report, at least one independent claim 
of the application does not avoid the prior art, therefore, the special technical feature of 
the application is anticipated by or obvious in view of the prior art. Consequently, the 
inventions listed as Groups (or Species) l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . Specifically, the specially technical feature shared by 
the independent claims is a sterilized solution comprising one or more acetylated or 
deacetylated amino sugars having a pH of 2.0-5.0. The combination of Jonsson et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,536,469) and the document "Replacement of glucose with N- 
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acetylglucosamine in peritoneal dialysis fluid-experimental study in rats" disclose the 
claimed special technical feature. 

Consequently, the inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.
